F. B. J. Agents Also Confis- 
cate Piles of Contraband 
During Raids. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14 (AP). 
—Federal authorities, trying to se- 
cure California against “‘fifth col- 
umn” activity, arrested 40 more 
alien Japanese yesterday and 
seized huge new piles of contra- 
band. , ; 

In Orange County in Southern 
California, Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents seized 32 Japa- 
nese, and confiscated: eight short- 
wave. radios, five cameras, knives; 
swords, binoculars, ‘ telegraph 
equipment and a quantity of rifle 
and shotgun ammunition. 

Eight Japanese . aliens were 
seized in the San Francisco Bay 
district, two ot them from homes 
near the edge of thé great Mot- 
fett Field air. base and blimp han- 
gars at Sunnyvale. — 

Other raiding parties, operating 
in extreme Southern California, 
searched Japanese settlements 
near San Diego and seized some 
ammunition. Alien Japanese picked 
up in the raids were held for im- 
migration authorities.

The average hourly money wage 
in American factories rose from 
63.5 cents in August, 1939, to 78 
cents in November, 1941, as shown 
by figures quoted from the studies 
of the Department of Labor, but, 
according to the Federation, “real” 
wages advanced only from 635 
cents to 70 cents and “there has 
béeen pracically no increase in real 
wages in the last six months.” - 

‘Comparative Living Costs. 

“Real” wages take into account 

the fluctuating buying power of 
the dollar. It is estimated by the 
report that because of the rise in 
living costs, it took $1.12 in De 
cember, 1041, to buy the same 
goods that could have been bought 
for a dollar in August, 1939. Liv- 
ing costs are said to have risen 10 
per cent in the year up to Decem- 
ber, 1941, and, in spite of price 
control measures, a further rise of 
5 per cent for this year is pre- 
dicted. . 
- The Federation. advocates wage 
agreements providing for an auto- 
matic monthly increase by the 
same amount as the increase. in 
the Labor Department’s cost of 
living index. | — 

New processes and materials, the 
report says, are steadily increasing 
the productivity of the war indus- 
tries; for example, the production 
of bomber fuselages in the Doug- 
las plants trebled while employ- 
ment went up only 70 per cent. 
Wage increases are declared to 
have been made possible by such

Shift to War Work. 

The report estimates that from 
9,000,000 to 10,000,000 persons will 
shift this year from civilian to war 
work—a condition which will tem-'

cal asepsis, bed making, taking 
temperatures, pulse and respira-

THIS APPLIES TO the female 
side of the universities that are co- 
educational. We hear there is a 
shortage of nursing material. Two 
hours a day for the co-eds from 
ages 18 to 20 could be well spent 
in the same routine as that for 
the male hospital orderlies. With 
such training our girl graduates 
could do 80 per cent of the work 
of the trained nurse and do it 
quite effectively. 


In fact, there is no reason why 
such strictly practical courses 
should not be continued as a regu- 
lar part of the university curric- 
ulum. The times ahead are going 
to be strictly practical for some 
. decades. It will hardly suffice for 
the universities to turn out only a 
group who are owlishly headed for 
Ph. D.’s and teaching jobs; or are 
trained only in doctrinaire discus-
